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HEADMASTER'S NOTES 





This year, 1971-72, was Glenlyon's fortieth year, and as the following 
pages will attest, one of much variety, spirit and accomplishment. I 
think it significant that although the school has grown numerically 
over the years, we are still able to maintain a "family" atmosphere, 
and the close rapport between students and staff is one of our distinc- 
tions. Glenlyon emphasizes involvement by all boys in both cultural 
and athletic activities, and the opportunities for participation and 
learning new skills are unsurpassed anywhere I believe. 


Staff changes are inevitable and this June we bade farewell to four 
members who have given excellent service over a number of years. 

Cdr. Eric Makovski has been thirteen years at the school, and never 
missed a day through illness, which surely_is some record. He has _ 
left us a fine legacy with the Sailing Club, and we wish him continued 
good health and happiness in his retirement. Mr. M. Jones and 

Mr. M. McAlpine have accepted posts with increased responsibility 

at St. Michael's University School and we wish them continued success. 
Also, our gratitude to Mrs. Jackson who has been Grade 3 teacher for 
the past two years, and given our young boys a good foundation. 


This year has been the first that Glenlyon has operated as a non-profit 
society, and certainly from my point of view it has been a new 
experience accounting for my actions to a Board of Governors--who 
naturally keep a careful eye on the purse strings in particular. I feel 
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a new era has begun for the school, for we must somehow find 

the necessary funds to update our facilities and provide a new 
Library, Science Laboratory and Art Studio, in particular. Bricks 
and mortar do not make a school, but Glenlyon is at a critical 
stage, and to stand still at this time in our history would be a 
calamity. In this past year the school has called on many Parents, 
Old Boys and Friends for support, and the response has been 
gratifying--but there is much to do yet, and I would hope to see 

a new building funded within the next twelve months. The purchase 
by the Society of Miss Ashworth's property adjacent to our Resi- 
dence has given us the necessary space to spread our wings, and 
yet not overcrowd and spoil our magnificent setting. 


My final paragraph is indeed a sad one--but I know many boys 

still at Glenlyon and Old Boys in Victoria will have been shocked 
to hear of Neil Rahn's tragic accidental death in late August. Neil 
Rahn was seven years at the school (1961-68) and in his last year 
was a School Prefect, Captain of Thompson House, and an out- 
standing all-round athlete. Since leaving Glenlyon he has attended 
Oak Bay High, and was an exchange student to Japan 1969-70. To 
his family we extend our deepest sympathy--and to those of us who 
knew him well, his marvellous spirit and determination in all he did 
will not be forgotten.

CHRISTMAS CONCERT 


This year's Christmas Concert was one of the best on record as 
each grade produced a fine well-rehearsed play or skit, in most 
cases, very humorous. The Headmaster welcomed the guests and 
the M.C., the school captain Brian Titus, introduced the first 
performance as Grade Three's "Just the Place for Buddy". This 
involved a boy and his parents being shown around Glenlyon for 
the first time. The impression the couple must have attained 
would have been one of amazement, as boys were seen walking 
around the school campus with terrible injuries, defaulters which 
looked more like punishment for first degree murder than a few 
words out of line, and a staff which appeared as rather shrewd 
taskmasters; in all, it was a humorous and creditable performance. 


Grade Four followed with three songs, sung very well, considering 
the difficulty in attaining unison and an acceptable result. Under 
Mr. Davis' brilliant musical direction, the boys produced three fine 
songs which were well received by the audience. 


Continuing the program, Grade Five performed the "Shooting of Dan 
McGrew" with gusto and enthusiasm, and all boys and staff involved 
should be given credit for a good production. 


Under Mr. Skinner's excellent direction, Grade Six acted and sang 
Dylan Thomas' "A Child's Christmas in Wales". Although only a 
small portion of the actual script was produced, a very interesting 
and effective result was attained. 


The middle performance in the program was Grade Seven's series 

of skits entitled "Life's Like That", a comical look at everyday life 
situations which contain humour which most people don't realize. 

The situation comedy was based mainly on unobvious puns and, in 
general, just "life", and each skit was appreciated for its witty humour. 
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Grade Eight (L) followed Grade Seven, and the Grade Eighters 
performed three short skits, each with a light dusting of political 
satire. These skits were well acted, well produced, and well 
received by all. Grade Eight (G) followed with "The Missing 
Newsreel 1971". A comical skit again containing satire and subtle 
humour, it was concerned with stupidity and some very funny circum- 
stances. It was a truly humorous and appreciated production. 


Grade Nine, with a pneumatic performance, produced a comical 
look into the future. The audience was shown a TV interview 
involving the ten candidates for Mayor of Victoria in 1984. Entitled 
"Interview Victoria", the basis of the script was brought out as 
each candidate expressed his opinions and the promises he would 
fulfil as Mayor. Each candidate's promises were utterly ridiculous, 
and they also showed Victorians what their city might be like in 
thirteen years. 


Grade Ten's performance, a Surprise to all outside of Grade Ten, 
was a production of "This is Your Life, " with non other than Mr. 
Walker as the victim. The boys recreated some of Mr. Walker's 
pleasant memories and some rather embarrassing ones. It was all 
taken well by everyone and it turned out to be an extremely funny 
production. 


Brian Titus thanked the guests, boys and staff, and following this 
the boys sang the school song, and all present sang "O Canada" 
to end the day's programme.

One of the best things about the Art Room this year is that it has been 
used to capacity. Boys, themselves, have initiated lunch hour work 
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to continue projects started or to try to expand ideas and to experi- 
ment with different materials. This demand has snowballed to 
create a focal dynamo of activity which has stimulated the work of 
others in the school. 


Because of the consolidation of work within, we have not aimed at 
exhibiting outside as we did last year. A sense of a school workshop, 
generating its own vitality, has been accomplished instead, and we 
have welcomed many interested visitors to our studio. The art room 
has, at times, become overstocked with work in progress, and we have 
felt the increasing need for expanded space, hot water to wash in and 
a designated place to follow through ceramic and sculptural work. 


Before Christmas, Grade Eight worked hard to produce and sell linocut 
Christmas cards, and Grade Six organized two small lunch time parties 

for Grades Four and Five. Funds from these and a generous sum donated 
by the Women's Auxiliary made it possible to buy the multi-purpose 

press we now have. It has already been used by some boys in the 

upper school in producing linocuts, collagraphs and plexi-glass engraving. 


In celebration of the Christmas season, Grade Seven completed a lively 
colourful mural based on "The Partridge in the Pear Tree" theme. 

Grades Seven and Eight boys produced a series of cut paper work designs 
which, assembled, made a conifer-like window decoration. For parents' 
dinner night in April, many Grade Eight boys worked overtime to complete 
their mobiles which were hung in the Library. 


In summer, there have been sketching outings at Junior School level. 
Trips have been to the Marina, Beacon Hill Park, Willows Park, and 
construction sites. Sketches have been the springboard for paintings 
and model making. 


We are thankful to Mr. Skinner and his camera crew who have helped 
photograph art activities. We thus have a record not only of results, 
but also of those moments of personal involvement in a creative 
situation, which reveal a great deal. 


DEBATING 


This year, under the direction of Mr. Skinner, there has been much 
organized debating at Glenlyon, especially at the Grade 9 and 10 
levels. Not only have there been debates in the classroom once a 
week, but there have been two debates against the Grades 9 and 10 
of Norfolk House. This year for the second year in a row, we have 
entered B. C. competition--the Hammarskjold Cup, and the Newman 
and F.I.S.A. Cup debates. 


In the Hammarskjold Debate held in Vancouver in February and open 

to all schools in British Columbia, we did very well, winning five 
debates, drawing one, and losing two in Under Sixteen competition. 
Brian Titus was judged the best junior debater in British Columbia, 
while Jeff Barnett placed a commendable tenth in the overall standings. 
The topic on this occasion was "That Canada should abolish all 

import tariffs and trade restrictions on goods manufactured in under- 
developed countries." The other debaters representing Glenlyon were 
N. Crofton, M. Ruthven, G. Tyrwhitt-Drake, T. McGee, C. Thom, 
and R. Wilson. 


Later, in April, we entered the Newman and F.1.S.A. Cup debates 
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which are open to B. C. Independent Schools. The senior topic 
was "That free enterprise provides greater equality of opportunity 
than socialism" and was debated affirmatively by B. Titus and 

N. Crofton, who placed fourth overall against Grade 11 and 12 
competition. The junior topic "That TV commercials be abolished" 
was debated by T. McGee, C. Thom (affirmative) andM. Paget 
and R. Wilson (negative).

DRAMA 


For the fourth year in succession, Glenlyon entered two original plays 
in the Greater Victoria Schools' Drama Festival. The junior play 

entitled Robot was exhuberantly performed in the Elementary Division by 
sixth graders A.Egoyan, P. Titus, P. Newton,S. MacWilliam, 

B. MacClement,M. Pinckard, N. Mellor, and R. Carter. Stage Manager 
was T. Hine. 


In the complimentary adjudication, Dr. Barbara McIntyre, Head of the 
Theatre Department at the University of Victoria, praised the boys' 
teamwork and cited P. Titus as one of the leading elementary thespians 
of the Festival. Dr. McIntyre kindly came to the school the day following 
the performance and held an informal workshop with the cast to the great 
benefit of all concermed. 


Subsequently, the cast was invited to perform at the Pacific Centre 
in Metchosin. This proved to be a happy occasion for both audience 
and cast, especially as the Centre had arranged to videotape the 
performance. For the performers to see themselves later as their 
audience had seen them was a most valuable lesson in self-criticism. 


The play was again performed in April as part of the entertainment for 
the Family Night Dinner sponsored by the Mothers' Auxiliary. 


The senior play entered in the Festival, Shock Treatment, explored 

the theme of blindness, both physical and mental, in a group of 

healthy and handicapped teenagers at a Summer camp Set at Shawnigan 
Lake. Again the adjudicator, Mrs. Clara Hare, later gave her time to 
visit the school to conduct a worthwhile workshop with the cast. Taking 
part were M. Ruthven, M. Screech, T. McGee, P. Butterfield, N. Crofton, 
R. Hunt, M. Wiggins, C. Thom. Stage management was in the capable 
hands of Brodie Cupples. Screech, McGee, and Butterfield received 
Junior Division Honourable Mentions, while Ruthven was named as 
Runner-up to the Festival's best junior actor.

This has been a very worthwhile and successful season--with only 
one defeat in eleven matches; the XI played steadily throughout the 
term and finished in grand style with a convincing 5-0 defeat of the 
St. Michael's University School XI--which had been the only side 

to defeat us previously. The B. C. Junior Independent Schools' 
Tournament in early October was played over two days in steady rain 
and all teams found the conditions naturally heavy and slippery--so 
good soccer was almost impossible and one had to adjust and cope as 
one was able. We found St. George's a stubborn opponent and just 
managed to edge them 2-1; in the St. Michael's University School 
match, both sides were tiring as it was the third match of the day, 
and their early goal was the only scoring and, as it turned out, was 
the difference between first and second place. We scored lop-sided 
victories against Athlone, Cliffside and Vernon and were second over 
all, as in 1970. As always, we thoroughly enjoyed the tournament 
and the generous hospitality of St. George's School. 


We had very good matches with Cedar Hill and Oak Bay Junior High 
Schools, and then St. Michael's University School were scheduled 
twice more in the Island Prep Schools League, along with Cliffside. 
The first round St. Michael's match was as close as the score (l-1) 
and it could have gone either way, with Glenlyon having the better 
of the early going and our opponents rallying to tie the score and 
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pressing in the late stages. 


The second and final round was played 


under ideal conditions--mild temperatures, no wind and a dry field, 


so good soccer was indeed possible. 


From the opening kick-off, 


we Showed more determination and hustle, and hemmed St. Michael's 
quickly in their half, and after missing two glorious chances, Hunt 
intercepted a pass-back from the Full-back to the Goalkeeper and 


easily scored. 


We didn't let up and Hunt scored another with a 25 


yard drive and a third just before the half, receiving an accurate 


pass from Waterfield. 
Hunt and Butterfield increased the margin of victory. 


The second half was again in our favour, and 
Thus, the 


season ended with a truly fine match, and we had the satisfaction 
of saving our "best to the last" and playing the calibre of soccer of 
which we were capable. 


Cliffside defaulted their final match in the Island Prep Schools League 
and instead we played an exhibition game with an Under 14 "reserve" 
XI. Thus, we regained the Island Trophy, which had been holding a 


place of honour at St. Michael's for the past twelve months. 


Individually, there were no outstanding players, but N. Waterfield 
(Capt.), R. Hunt, P. Butterfield, P. Monaghan, and B. Carter were 
the nucleus of the attack, and M. Frewer, M. Hine, and M. Templeman 


gave an excellent all-round support. 


The defence was relatively 


inexperienced, but G. Gudewill and R. Wilson learned quickly and 
generally played very soundly in front of R. Thow, whose goal tending 
was usually safe and steady. A. Selina, C. Newton, T. Findlay, 

C. Pinckard, M. Moore, G. Cook, G. Molson, and G. Kirkham were 
the reserves and this number is indicative of the closeness of the 
competition to make the XI and our "depth" of capable players.
